IF THERE ARE TWO CERTANTIES ABOUT AMATEUR RADIO OPERATORS, THEY

FIELD DAY THIS YEAR DAWNED BRIGHT, BUT THREATENING. SINCE MOST 
OF THE WEEKENDS IN JUNE HAD BEEN RAINED OUT, IT WAS ONLY NATURAL TO

ARRIVED AND PUT IN SOME OPERATING TIME. HOWEVER, THE LONG HOURS TOOK 
THEIR TOLL AND SOON THE OPERATORS HIT THE HAY. BUT, LINDSAY KA1EMQ KEPT 
THE FLAG FLYING WITH 80 AND 40 METER CW OPERATION.
